'Th-rd, flame lamps will 
not hum in an atmosphere greasiy 
deficient In oxyjren, and they there- 
fore warn the nser.i of such defi- 
ciency in time to wltlKiraw to a place 
ct safety. 


Flame safety lanaps are still used 


rather -widely In tho TJmted States 
for general illumination and to a still 
greater extent for detecting gas. 
M-any coal prodiclng states require 
flre bosses to u^e these 
lamps in 


mines, ind. the regulations 


of several states specify that a given 
number of such lamps be kept avail- 
able for emergency service.. 


Jn Bnlletto 217 bv J. VT. Paul, L,. a 


IJsley, and B. J Gleim, the Bureau 
of Mines has endeavored to compile a. 
permanent reconl of a device which 
has served the Mining Industry for 
more than three ?eneratious, and not 
only made possible the development 
ot entire districts that otherwise 
conH not have b^en worked, but un- 
dotibtedly saved the lives of thou- 
sands of underground workers.
